YESTERDAY’S CASES IN THE COURTS. 


QUESTION OF CONSTRUCTION. 
BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
ITZGIBBON AND MR. JUSTICE age i vid ag 
_ in the part-heard appeal by the defendant 
in the case of Malone v. Malone judgment 
was given in favour of the plaintiff without 
calling on his counsel, with costs. . 

the appeal was brought from a decision of 
Mr. Justice Murnaghan on a question arising 
on the construction of the will, dated May 10, 
1881, of the late Very Rev. Charles Canon 
Malone, P.P., Rathgar, who died in Novem- 
ber, 1924. The plaintiff, Robert Malone, and 
the defendant, Thomas Stratford Malone, were 
brothers of the testator, the defendant being 
the residuary legatee and one of the executors 
of the will, — 

The question submitted to Mr. Justice 
Murnaghan was whether a sum of £4,309 
lls. 7d. standing on deposit receipt in the 
bank in the name of the testator passed 
under a bequest of the testator’s books, fur- 
niture and effects of every kind of which the 
testator might die possessed, or whether it 
passed under the residuary clause in the will 
to the .residuary legatee. Mr. Justice 
Murnaghan held that the words “‘ effects ol 
every kind" were sufficient to pass the 
£4,309 11s. 7d. in the ordinary way. 

The Court now unanimously afhrmed Mr. 
Justice Murnaghan’s decision and dismissed 
the appeal, with costs, giving the defendant 
and appellant “liberty to apply.’ . i

JURY TRIAL REFUSED.

The action was brought by the plaintiffs, 
shipowners, for balance of freight and £154 
10s., alleged to have been paid for and on 
behalf of the defendants, Dublin timber mer- 
chants, as consignees of a cargo of deals; but 
the claim in respect of balance of freight 
had been withdrawn, and the £134 10s. was 
the amount paid to the stevedore in connec- 
tion with the delivery of the cargo. : 

The defendants' case was that, according to 
the custom of the Port of Dublin with 
reference to timber cargoes, it was the ship- 
owners who were responsible for such pay- 
ments. ‘Ihe cargo was carried in the plain- 
tiffs’ steam vessel Sonja, and it was alleged 
that the cargo should be delivered alongside 
the steamer on the quay at the charterer’s 
risk and expense. 

The Court held unanimously that Mr. 
Justice Meredith was right in refusing to 
direct that the action should be tried with a 
jury, and dismissed the appeal, with costs.

APPEAL AGAINST INCOME TAX. 
. STICE SULLIVAN, MR. 
eee eT ICe O'SHAUGHNESSY, AND MR. 
JUSTICE HANNA.) e 
The part-heard case of Wing, appellant ; 
O'Connell, Inspector of Taxes, respondent, was 
called. It was an appeal by M. A. Wing, of 
Walshestown House, Newbridge, a pockey, 
against the estimated assessment of income 
tax in a sum of £1,000 for each of the years 
1922-3 and 1923-4, made upon him in respect 
of his emoluments as jockey under Schedule D 
of the Income Tax Act of 1918, and it came 
before the Court on a case stated by the 
Commissioners. 


that each of his engagements to ride a horse 
in a race was a separate employment, and 
that presents received by him and not pal 

under any contract, expressed or implied, were 
not profits and earnings of such employment, 
as they were received only when the relation; 
ship of employer and employé had ceased to 
exist; while the Inspector of Taxes resisted 
this contention on the ground that the ap- 
pellant followed the voctation of a jockey, and 
that presents were part of the emoluments of 
such vocation. The Commissioners who heard 
the appeal determined that presents received 
by the appellant from owners of racehorses 
for winning a race for such owners were 
profits or gains arising from his vocation as 
jockey, and were accordingly chargeable to 
income tax under Schedule ib. i 

The case for the appellant was argued on 
Wednesday, and when it was called yesterday, 

Mr. Justice Sullivan said that in this case 
there was great vagueness as to what the 
facts were in regard to a paragraph in the 
Commissioners’ statement. In paragraph 5 
the Commissioners stated: ‘‘ The ee Wa 
like other jockeys, sometimes receives a pre- 
sent from the owner by or for whom he is 
engaged, either in money or money 's worth.” 
His own opinion was that it would be very 
desirable, when the Commissioners were stat- 
ing cases in this way, if they would state 
what these particular presents were that the 
appellant received during the year—so much 
money, or what it was. His personal view 
was that this case ought to stand over to 
next term, and the Commissioners should. re- 
state it, giving particulars of facts. 

Mr. Justice O'Shaughnessy and Mr. Justice 
Hanna agreed. 

The case accordingly was allowed to stand 
until next term.

QUESTION OF TAX ON INTEREST. 


The case of Phillips, Inspector of Taxes, 
appellant; Limerick County. Council, -respon- 
dents, came before the Court on a special case 
stated under Section 149 of the Income Tax 
Act of 1918 by the Commissioners for the 
Special Purposes of the Income Tax Acts. 
The Limerick County Council had appealed 
against an estimated assessment under 
Schedule D of the Act for the year of assess- 
ment, 1920-21, of £2,000 in respect of interest 
of money. At the hearing of the appeal it 
was agreed that, in the event of the respon- 


of the assessment in respect of interest of 
| money for the year 1920-21 should be £379 15s. 
The net amount of interest allowed by the 
respondents’ treasurer, the Munster and 
Leinster Bank, on ‘the county funds in his 
hands for the year ended 3ist March, 1920, 
was £379 15s. During the year ended 3ist 
March, 1920, interest was paid by the Rural 
District treasurer and the Union treasurers 
to the Commissioners of Public Works 
and the Irish Land Commission upon’ loans 
borrowed for purposes by the respective Rural 
Districts and Poor Law Unions and parts of 
Poor Law Unions within the administrative 
Council. The aggregate amount of the in- 
terest referred to exceeded by much more 
than £379 15s. the aggregate amount of .in- 
terest allowed upon credit balances in the 
hands of the Rural District treasurers and 
the Union treasurers. 

It was contended on behalf of the respon- 
dents that they were not liable to income tax 
in the year of assessment upon interest of 
money, on the grounds that the aggregate 
amount of interest paid by the respondents’ 
treasurer, the Rural District treasurers and 
the Union treasurers upon loans borrowed for 
purposes within the administrative county 
during the year preceding the year of assess- 
ment was far in excess of the aggregate 
amount of interest allowed by tie respondents’ 
treasurer, the Rural District treasurers and 
the Union treasurers upon credit balances in 
the hands of such treasurers during that vear. 
The Inspector of Taxes resisted this conteh- 
tion on the ground that each Rural Distyict 
Council and Board of Guardians was in law 
a separate entity. 

The Commissioners who head the appeal 
were of opinion that the respondents were 
liable to income tax upon the sum of £379 15s., 
but, in deference to a previous decision of 
the Judge of the County Court of Limerick, 
who allowed the appeals of the respondents in 
similar circumstances for the vears of assess- 
ment, 1917-18, 1918-19 and 1919-20, they dis. 
charged the assessment for the year 1920-21. 
The Inspector of Taxes his dissatis-

BOOKS OF THE WEEK. 


AN INDICTMENT, 


On Saturday, the 9th September, 1922, 
at about nine o’clock in the morning, the 
fourth Turkish cavalry regiment: entered 
Smyrna. At the time the gna | asa 
lation of 350,000 had been doubl y an 
ever-swelling tide of refugees. Every 
available craft in the harbour had been 
crammed to the gunwale with fugitives 
fleeing before the Turk. Smyrna meant 
more to the Ottoman Government than a 
mere military objective. Founded by the 
Greeks about 1,000 B.C., and taken by the 
Turks in 1424 A.D., the city was pre- 
ponderantly Greek and the seat of three 
Christian archbishoprics. Here was the 
traditional centre of Christianity in Asia 
Minor—as such, hateful to the Turk. As 
they entered, the cavalry wore black 
uniforms, with black fezzes, and a red 
crescent with the red star. Magnificantly 
mounted, they triumphantly brandished 
long curved swords On that same evening 
began tha work of murder and rapine 
where no man was respected for his age 
and no woman’s body was safe from viola- 
tion. The crowd crushed down to the 
quay-side. Many, driven insane, dashed 
into the tea to be shot down by the 
soldiery. Women bore children during the 
tumult, as is testified by the doctors of 
the American mission. The teachers of 
the American Girls’ School saw thé slaying 
from their windows, and saw the corpses 
being carted’ away. Refugees died where 
they stood, the corpses remaining upright, 
so thick was the press at the water-side. 
While this was taking place, the American 
and Allied fleets lay vlose by at anchor. 
Never once did they intervene, and Ameri- 
cans had the humiliation of seein 
butchery done by Turks in old Uni 
States uniforms, purchased from the 
United States Government in France and 
w-libié by the French to their Turkish 
ailiies. 

Here we have the case against the Turks, 
and also a formidable indictment of his 
own Government by an American citizen. 
America was in the East for oil, and she 
and the Allies deserted the Greeks because 
of economic reasons “lone. Indeed, those 
very Governments which had financed the 
Greeks against Kemal Pasha stood by 
while a new Greek Administration shot six 
generals and politicians found guilty of 
failure. These victims of the Allied 
supineness were scarcely cold in their 
graves when those who had bidden them 
fight were conferring at Lausanne with the 
emissaries of the new Turkish régime. One 
of the women foremost in. the packing of 
Armenian girls to the harem had been 
educated in the American College at Con- 
stantinople. The mind of those behind 
Kemal Pasha is illustrated in a quotation 
from the official Kemalist organ. The 
passage reeks with hatred of England and 
of the Greeks: ‘‘ And you—the Army of 
the Greater and the Just—every time you 
massacre a Greek you are pulling down 
one of the corner-stones of the British 
Empire. Therefore, for God’s sake, mas- 
sacre!’’ Certainly, one American citizen 
has found himself disgusted at the results 
of the incursion by his Government into 
European politics.

VOICES OF THE DEAD. 

Mr. Francis Bickley has edited two 
fascinating books, which are produced in a 
peculiarly dainty style by Mr. Guy Chap- 
man. One is a collection of real conversa- 
tions of great folk of the past; the other 
a selection of English letters from 
the reports of the Historical Manuscripts 
Commission. In these two books the very 
accents of the past are heard, and who- 
ever cares to know just how the pro- 
tagonists thought and spoke on historic 
occasions will find rare enjoyment in these 


ges. 
We could forego the spice of scandal 


if he would give us more of the stron 
meat found in his chapters, ‘‘ How “Sir 
Thomas More met his Fate,’’ ‘‘ Monmouth 
on the Seaffold.’’ and “ After Culloden.’’ 
Every one of these chapters, reproducing 
the words spoken in the very point of 
trdgedy, moves us deeply. Monmouth’s 
gallant stubbornness while the axe is 
whetted, Prince Charlie’s saddened cour- 
tesy in the hour of defeat and mortal peril. 
make vivid reading. Ascham’s account of 
a learned conversation with the doomed 
child who was Lady Jane Grey, and in 
livelier style, a discussion at Dr. Johnson’s 
Club on the merits of wine, are equally 
good. This is a book to buy. 

The Letters cover the period 1475 to 
1830, and in them we meet a strange 
pageant of great people. To tho present 
reviewer the most interesting letter is one 
written by Dr. John Leslie, Bishop of 
Raphoe, in 1643-4. In the Rising of 1641, 
Leslie composed a ‘‘ prayer before action '” 
which is quoted in Mr. Bickley's always- 
interesting Notes: “ Almighty God .... 
if we be sinners, they are not saints; 
though, then, Thou vouchsafest not to be 
with us, be not against us, but stand neuter 
this day, and let the arm of flesh decide 
it.” Throughout the Interregnum Leslie 
stuck to his post, and at the Restoration, 
when he was in his ‘nineties, he rode from 
Chester to London in twenty-four hours to 
pay his eager homage. He was translated 
to Clogher. and lived to he a hundred. It 
was at the age of seventy that he married 
a wife of eighteen, and they had ten 
children. Here are passages from his 
letter :— 

“Sir, let it ring through all Ireland 
what is as clear as the sun: that the Irish 
nation must stand or fall with King 
Charles... . Ex animofl am no papist, 
but I should be loath to ffhd myself in New 
England when I come to Ireland. Pro- 
testant, or rather Catholic Christian, I am, 
and Popery I know, but from this ‘ galla- 
mafrye’ of so many new religions that 
have quite banished all Christian faiths 
and charity, good God deliver me... .”

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MEMORIES OF A SINGER. 

Who is the Baroness de Wartegg? Old 
Dubliners will remember her as Minnie 
Hauk, the first “ Carmen ”’ to visit their 
city, and that so long ago as 1878. The 
native ‘‘ car-men ' wondered at the name, 
and Zozimus cartooned her as a ‘‘ singing 
hawk.’’ Many of the names mentionec by 
this. singer are now no more than a 
memory, even in the musical world. Born 
in New York in 1852, the Baroness came 
of a family with some Southern sympa- 
thies. Her youth was passed in surround- 
ings the best possible for the artist. She 
lived in Western cities where the recent 
struggle with the red man was keenly 
remembered. Caravans often passed 
through on the way to Colorado, with 
“ Pike’s Peak or Bust ” written in large 
letters on their canvas covers. She saw 
trains bring loads of wounded back to New 
Orleans, while infuriated Confederate 
soldiers rushed about shouting, “ Burn the 
city.” This was in 1862, when Admiral 
Farragut had been ordered up the river 
with his fleet and everyone trembled at the 
thought of a bombardment. 

Determined to become a singer, on her 
return to her native New York, Minnie 
Hauk sang before Strakosch, the then lead- 
ing teacher. The piece she selected, Casta 
Diva from ' Norma.” provoked a smile, 
but by 1869 the girl was singing in opera 
in Paris. Here she met Bizet during the 
days when French audiences on the 
entrance of Napoleon III. would rise to 
their feet and shout, “A Berlin!’’ It 
was, however, in Germany and Austria 
that she won her fame. In Vienna she 
was acclaimed, and the Emperor, Franz 
Josef, frequently attended while she sang. 
In time German became her second lan- 


guage, and to her lot fell the rather rare 


ám 


experience of. singing a Hungarian 
national opera, Hunyadi Zaszlo, in that 
most difhcult language. Wagner, Bay- 
reuth, the Court theatre in rlin, the 
jealousies oí artists, infuriated at the suc- 
cess of a foreigner, make up much of this 
extremely interesting book. The Emperor 
Frederick III. conferred on her the honour 
of Kénigliche Preussiche Kammersdngerin 
(Royal Prussian chamber-singer). Won- 
derful times those were, and also the 
nights of the Kaiserstadt at Vienna, when 
almost every crowned head in Europe 
crowded to the opera or to watch Strauss 
conduct his own waltzes. Liszt, too, was 
among the ES ones whom she met. The 
German Empress once uested the 
authoress to sing ‘‘ Kathleen Mavourneen”’ 
during the ‘‘ Barber of Seville.’’ At the 
height of her fame she retired to wed an 
Austrian baron. Few can read without 
mixed emotions this narrative of the 
haleyon days of a once famous singer.

THE THOUGHTS OF CHRIST. 

The Reverend James Black, D.D., occu- 
ies one of the foremost pulpits of Scot- 
and, and the chapters in this book have, 
doubtless, been preached as sermons. They 
are sermons of an unusual type, being in 
reality studies in the inner life of Jesus, 
especially as revealed in certain great 
crises, That the mental and emotional! ex- 
perience of Jesus was one of unbroken 
placidity, as is popularly supposed, is far 
from the truth. On the contrary, He 
passed through crisis after crisis of 
struggle and ision, and it is the merit 
of Dr. Black’s method of study that he 
helps us to realise this. The Baptism at 
Jordan was such a time of decision. The 
experience in the wilderness, generally re- 
ferred to as the Temptation, was a pro- 
longed period of self-questioning and of 
thinking out the plan and scope of His 
mission. 

Again, when the vast crowd of enthu- 
siasts would by force have made Jesus a 
king, that presented to Him an oppor- 
tunity which few men who aspired to be 
national saviours would have refused. 
Jesus refused, and at once his popularity 
waned, and his mission ceased to be a 
mass movement. There was also the poli- 
tical problem, presented in the crafty ques- 
tion, ‘‘ Is it lawful for us to give tribute 
to Cesar or not?” and the problem raised 
by the appeal, “ Master, speak to my 
brother that he divide the inheritance with 
me ’’—problems, both of them, which com- 
pelled Jesus to state His attitude towards 
the Government and tribunals of His time. 
There was the decision come to at Jericho, 
when He set His face towards Jerusalem 
to meet His so clearly seen death. Then 
there was the dilemma in the Garden, and 
the dilemma whether He should defend 
Himself before Caiaphas and Pilate or 
keep silence. Judas, too, presented Jesus 
with a problem, and, last of all, there was 
the dilemma of the Cross. ‘‘ Come down, 
and we will believe Thee,.”’ cried the 
bystanders. ‘‘ Our Lord’s life,” says Dr. 
Black, “ was as full of problems and un- 
nerving decisions as any human life could 
be. Even to see a fact like this may he 
an immense spiritual gain for us.” It 
destroys the too prevalent picture of a 
calm, passionless Christ, and in so doing 
brings Him into close touch with our 
humanity, exposed as it is to the same 
dilemmas and problems.

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CONSTANCE GRANDE. 

Mrs. Grande, or Constance -Barnicoat, 
came of the old pioneer New Zealand 
stock. Arriving in England in 1897, she 
became secretary to William Stead, in 
which position she acquired the experience 
that later secured for her appointments as 
foreign correspondent to such journals as 
the Pall Mall Gazette, The Times, The 
Daily Mail. An excellent linguist, during 
the late war she. with her husband, her 
biographer, remained in Berne, partly as 
foreign correspondent, and partly as 
pamphleteer countering German propa- 
ganda. One of her publications, produced 
during the war in French, German and 
Italian, was a pamphlet entitled “' Ire- 
land through Irish eyes.’’ 

The most interesting passage in this 
book is that describing the lives of Lenin, 
Radek and Trotsky while they stayed in 
Switzerland in the early days of the war. 
Radek was by birth an Austrian Pole. 
Their writings in the Swiss Socialist news- 
papers of Berne and Zurich were not the 
ordinary frothy outpourings, but were 
worth perusal. All three resembled the 
Clerk of Oxenford in their leanness and 
the shabbiness of their garments, and they 
did not speak a word more than was 
needed. ‘‘ Radek, of whom I saw most, 
was a veritable twentieth century edition 
of Chaucer’s pilgrim—a thin young man, 
clean-shaven, with a dangerously con- 
tracted chest—a ‘verray parfit prakti- 
sour.’”’’ Radek refused to work for Mrs. 
Grande, first, because her papers were not 
Socialist, and, secondly, because he thought 
it wrong to maxe money out of his party. 
All three were rather pro-Ally up to 1916. 
Mrs. Radek, a doctor, had been head of a 
military hospital in Berlin, but was ex- 
pelled for conducting revolutionary propa- 
ganda. Almost every week leaflets passed 
to the Russian and German trenches dis- 
tributed by Radek’s agents. 

Lenin edited a newspaper in Russian, 
which also reached the trenches. During 
the first years of the war he lived in one 
room in a humble part of Geneva, his fur- 
niture consisting of a bed, a table and 
what looked like an empty soap-box, which 
did duty for a washstand. Books and 
newspaper cuttings were strewn about. 
Much of his time was spent in the muni- 
cipai library in Berne, and his personal 
expenses ran to about fifty francs a 
month. Of the three men Trotsky was the 
least able and the most violent. He rea- 
soned in this fashion: ‘‘ Your statesmen 
and diplomatists have not been able to pre- 
vent a war in which millions of lives are 
being lost and half the world destroyed ; 
yet when we want to set the world to 
rights we are not to shed the blood of a 
few thousand people.” Mrs. Grande re- 
fused to believe that these men were per- 
sonally responsible for the awful crimes of 
their revolution. Her death took place in 
1922.

A TRAVELLER IN NEWS. 

Sir William Beach Thomas has written 
one of the most interesting books of remi- 
niscences of the season. e is an admir- 
able journalist, and many of his chapters 
—particularly those in which he tells war 
stories—are quite notable pieces of writ- 
ing. Even when his gifts are not brought 
into full play, his subject makes him 
unfailingly ‘‘ readable ’’; for he describes 
active life under a master of activity— 
Lord Northcliffe. The chief object which 
the author set before himself was ‘‘ to give 
some sketch of the character of Lord 
Northcliffe,’’ and so he tells of war corre- 
spondence, of journalistic tours, of inter- 
views and of newspaper organisation car- 
ried out while he was in the service of the 
Northcliffe newspapers. 

With tempered admiration, but with 
lively excitement, the reader will follow 
the story how Lord Northcliffe bought The 
Times, with secret meetings, a messenger 
wéaring a false beard and the rest of the 
apparatus of a detective story. There is a 
measure of historic value in the chapters 
on Lord Northcliffe’s part in the Great 
War, and the author tells how reluctantly 
the Government accepted the services of 
the Press—how correspondents were im- 
peded and propaganda stifled for two years, 
and how at last, largely owing to Lord 
Northcliffe’s persistence, the newspapers 
came to be recognised as great instruments 
of the nation. 

Sir William Beach Thomas frequently 
visited Ireland, and he tells lively—if not 
wholly credible—tales of the Anglo-Irish 
conflict. Sir Horace Plunkett is his chief 
hero, and he writes of many happy days 
at Kilteragh, “ burnt down later appa-

rently because Sir Horace was one of the 
best friends Ireland ever knew.” After the 
war Sir William visited America, and he 
was struck by the demeanour of Irish 
emigrants who crowded aboard the liner at 
Queenstown. ‘‘It all left the impres- 
sion of the frightened flight of men and 
irls, so glad to be safely off that they had 
ittle room either for regret or hope.”

GLADIOLI. 

The gladiolus was first introduced to 
Britain in 1596, the year which also 
brought the cyclamen and the tomato. 
The gorgeous and stately gladiolus of the 
twentieth century has entirely eclipsed its 
humble forefather. Indeed, the enthu- 
siasm of plant-breeders the world over has 
evolved new races, distinct from any flower 
that the world has ever known, and every 
season brings some change in form and 
colour, with inspiring possibilities for the 
future. Mr. Macself deals with every 
phase of the culture of the gladiolus in a 
practical fashion that does not forget the 
needs and limitations of the owner of a 
small garden, while advising the exhibitor 
and commercial grower in all essentials. 
The planting of the corm is treated in 
detail. Mr. Macself advocates, where the 
soil is suitable, the leaving of the corms in 
the ground for the winter. The grower 
who produces flowers for market may take 
three seasons’ crops before. lifting the 
corms, but the exhibitor must be content 
with two, and the corms should be lifted 
and sorted after the second year’s flower- 
ing. Chapters on “ Cutting, packing and 
staging,’ ‘‘ Commercial culture” and 
“ Gladioli for exhibition,” teem with valu- 
able information, while colour and half- 
tone plates and numerous drawings supple- 
ment the writer’s directions and discus- 
sions. Great as have been the strides of 
cultivation in the last few years, the 
matter here shows that the genus is by no 
means within measurable: distance of 
finality in its progress.

MARVELS OF SCIENCE. 

Mr. Joseph McCabe is the author of a 
useful series of books whose purpose is to 
give a popular account of various branches 
of science. His latest book deals with 
atoms, electrons and ‘‘ wireless,” and is as 
clear and intelligible as an exposition of 
such recondite matters can be without the 
aid of mathematical formule. In one of 
the closing chapters, entitled '' The trans- 
formation of life,’ Mr. McCabe prophe- 
sies the near approach of a time when we 
shall have a world run by electrical energy. 
““ Before many years the entire home, the 
entire city, will be electrified. Not half 
the water-power of the world is yet pressed 
into service to generate electrical power. 
The rivers and tidal estuaries are in par- 
ticular neglected. The problem of utilis- 
ing the intermittent, but colossal, energy 
of the winds has never vet been fairly con- 
fronted. The misuse of coal in such a 
country as England is still seandalous. 
Our cities to-day are transformed in com- 
parison with what they were, but when the 
electric era is fairly inaugurated and the 
supply of power scientifically organised 
they will pass to a far higher stage.” This 
is, no doubt, a true forecast.

RECENT FICTION. 

When a novel, turned out in the usual 
seven-and-sixpenny style, is published at less 
than half that price, it is within the purse s 
reach, and one need not wait for it at the 


publication of novels at three-and-sixpence, 
and after the latest Captain Kettle book they 
give us, in this welcome series, one of the 
best humorous stories that have been published 
for many a long year. The tale is fresh, 
unusual in plot, sparkling in style, genial 
in spirit. A French restaurant called 
I Escargot d’Or, situated in Soho, has fallen 
on evil days, and the melancholy proprietor 
is obliged to demand payment of his last 
customer’s bill. This customer is an artist, 
penniless, but resourceful, who sets about the 
salvation of the Golden Snail by undertaking 
to “ boost” it. The wild and fantastic doings 
by which the restaurant is brought before 
the public eye carry us through chapter after 
chapter of roaring fun. The author has a 
gift rare in modern humorous. writers—his 
humour is sweet and happy instead of satiric 
and bitter. He can touch in a vein of whole- 
some sentiment, and he leaves us in better 
humour with humanity. This is a book to 
read more than once; for its style is rich and 
satisfving. We recommend it to all lovers

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The Free State Army. 

The Free State Army was the subject of 
some interesting discussion in Dail 
Kireann yesterday, when the Minister for 
Finance moved for a vote of £2,053,117 io 
cover the expenses of the military establish- 
ment. The sum of £1,000,000 already has 
been voted on account. Thus the cost of 
the army has been reduced from a mazi- 
mum of nearly £11,000,000 to the com- 
paratively reasonable amount of £3,053,117 
within the brief space of two years. For 
this achievement much credit is due to the 
military authorities as well as to Mr. 
Ernest Blythe; but much remains to be 
done. The people of this little country 
cannot afford to pay £3,000,000 a year for 
the luxury of a national army. The present 
force amounts in all to 1,081 officers, 
5,237 non-commissioned officers and 13,300 
men. It costs the nation £173 per annum 
for every individual, as against Britain's 
cost of £284; therefore, on this ground 
little fault can be found with it. The 
broader cannot be 
avoided. What is the purpose of the 
Army? Some deputies suggested yesterday 
that it was being used merely as an 
“uxiliary force to the Civic Guard; others 
contended that its function was to act as a 
defence force in the event of a possible 
invasion. Mr. Blythe ridiculed the idea 
that it might be required to serve eventu- 
ally in an armed clash with Great Britain, 
and we are glad to note that most of the

Now, however, thanks almost entirely to 
the Army’s efforts, that danger is over, and 
the Free State is as peaceful as Denmark 
or Wales. There is no longer any need for 
a big military establishment. A properly 
organised militia, on a territorial basis, 
would serve all our essential purposes and 
could be maintained at a fraction of the 
Naturally, a 
regular ’’ officers and non- 
commissioned ranks would be necessary, 
but that could be provided at a very small 
cost to the State. 

Very little was said during yesterday's 
debate about the Free State Air Force. 
The Minister for Defence described it as 
“small,”’ and suggested en passant that 
it might prove to be of great service to 
civil aviation in the future; but the 
deputies who spoke after him ignored it 
altogether. We believe that the Air Force 
can become by far the most useful branch 
of our defence force. So far as flying is 
concerned, the Free State is extremely 
backward. We have not a single com- 
mercial air service in the country, although 
every other nation in Europe is interesting 
itself busily in this new development of 
transport. In our Jittle Air Force we have 
a valuable training school for pilots who 
afterwards might be able to give the benefit 
of their experience to commercial aviation ; 
and we are convinced that money devoted 
to the perfection of this force would be 
money well spent. A regular air service 
between Dublin and London would be of

There is no point in spend- 
ing money on such matters as poison-gas 
research. Let it be spent on aircraft, and 
then it will yield some positive return. 


Mandates and Preference. 


Large results may flow from the request 
of the Government of Palestine for the 
extension to that country of the benefits 
of imperial preference. The request 
reises the whole question of the future 
of the Mandated Territories. It was during 
the recent visit of the Colonial Secretary 
to Palestine that the High Commissioner 
presented the Palestinian plea. Mr. 
Amery consulted the Crown Law Officers 
on the question whether it is constitu- 
tionally possible to extend to a Mandated 
Land the privileges enjoyed by the British 
Dominions. He publicly declared him- 
self in sympathy with the proposal to 
admit to preferential treatment the wines 
and tobacco produced in the Holy Land, 
but it is obvious that two large difficulties 
stand in the way. In the first place, 
however benevolently Britons may regard 
th; people of Palestine, it is hardly fair 
to those who share the responsibilities of 
British citizenship to extend its privileges 
In the second place, 


to those who do not. 
the extension to Palestine of a preference 
which is denied to other lands outside the 
British might be resented by 
other nations. It is true that Britain 
has not sought, and does not seek, the 
annexation of Palestine. Indeed, the 
mandate: was accepted by Britain only 
with some reluctance and after the United 
States had resisted all persuasion to accept 
it. The Covenant of the League of Nations 
specifically directs the Mandatory Power 
to train the people of every occupied 
country to take their place as an inde- 
pendent nation, and forbids the economic 
exploitation of the territory in the interest 
of the Mandatory Power or its allies. 
Britain has observed obligations 
with strictness, and the time is approach- 
she reasonably may divest

ing when 
herself of a responsibility which 
sought. Yet the Palestinian 
cannot be ignored, and it 
the more weight the 
proposal for closer economic relations 
with Britain has originated in the 
mandated country itself. The British 
Government's legal advisers are of opinion 
that Britain is constitutionally debarred 
from acceding, but so great an authority 
as Sir John Simon is said to differ from 
their decision. If the Imperial Govern- 
ment should find itself free to yield 
preference to the wares of Palestine, an 
economic connection would be established 
that would lead to a growth of common 
interest of which the end hardly could 
be foreseen. If, however, it proves neces 
sary to rebuff the overture of the mandated 
country, the end of the Mandate will be 
in sight. It is significant that the British 
occupation should evoke a desire for ad- 
mission to the system of imperial co- 
9} eration. The people of Palestine per- 
ceive that the free countries of the British 
Commonwealth enjoy advantages that 
never can be attained in economic isola- 
tion. Their request demonstrates the 
justice of the claim of the British Empire 
to be regarded as an effective League of 
Nations.

The Jubilee Nurses. 


The recent distress in Western Ireland 
called public attention to the noble work 
of Lady Dudley's nurses. That devoted 
little band may be regarded as an outpost 
of the larger force which serves the whole 
country under the banner of the Irish 
Branch of the Queen Victoria Jubilee 
Institute for Nurses. The purpose and 


activities of this organisation were 
described yesterday at its annual 
meeting in Dublin. Its nurses and 


their helpers in affiliated districts, to 
the number of some two hundred, tend 
the sick poor throughout the length and 
breadth of the land, carrying the blessings 
of their skill and zeal into many thousands 
of humble and anxious homes. Sometimes 
bare statistics speak more eloquently than 
tle most elaborate pleading. In the year 
1924 the Irish Jubilee nurses attended 
nearly 80,000 cases, including medical and 
surgical cases. They paid more than three- 
quarters of a million visits—an average 
ot about 4,200 visits for every nurse. The 
dullest imagination ought to be able to 
realise some part of the physical, moral 
and social results of this great work of 
mercy among our towns and villages. A 
crisis was thrust upon the Irish Branch 
at the end of 1922, when the Centra! 
Ir stitution in London withdrew the grant 
which had enabled the Branch to main- 
tain an annual expenditure of some 
£2,000—the irreducible minimum if the 
work is not to suffer; but the Countess 
of Kenmare, the Countess of Mayo and 
their colleagues were not daunted. They 
appealed to the public, and, so far, it 
has not failed them. A capital sum cf 
£40,000 is needed to ensure stability and 
progress, and one half of it—including 
a generous gift of £5,000 from the Earl 


of Iveagh—was raised by subscription 
during the past year. We hope that the 
Branch’s appeal for the remaining 


£20,000 will meet with equally prompt 
success. It has the enthusiastic support 
of the medical profession, which under- 
stauds, better than any layman, the value 
of trained nursing to the minds as well 
as to the bodies of the suffering poor. 
Lady Kenmare does not claim too much 
for the Jubileé nurses when she says that, 
wherever they go, they are pioneers cf 
“a new stand ~d of life’’—one ‘of the 
nation’s truly constructive influences.

Into this 
sky “King Solomon's Mines’? swam like 
a new planet. Rider Haggard brought 
the quality of mystery into the boy's 
story; he added to that the element cf 
full-blooded adventure in an unfamiliar 
Continent ; and he spiced the delightful, 
compound with a soupron of classical 
-scholarship which appealed to intelligent 
boys of the fifth and sixth forms. He 
wes the first novelist to find material in 
those archeological discoveries which, 
during the last forty years, have given 
to mankind an entirely new vision of the 
past. To-day, as Cowper said of Pope— 
“ Every scribbler has his trick by heart.’’ 

The surviving colony of some ancient race 
hrs become one of the clichés of fiction ; 
and, amid a host of imitators, Sir H. 
Rider Haggard’s later stories—there were 
many of them—did not maintain the spell 
which Ayesha put upon the fathers of 
the present generation, Those fathers— 
making to-day, perhaps, a pathetic effort 
to “recapture the first fine, careless 
rapture '—will sigh over the loss of yet 
another link wth their youth. Not for 
many years, we trust, will “the Rudyards 
cease from Kipling,”’ but it is a slightly 
bleaker worl: in which “the Haggards 


ride no more. ' 


SYNOD NOTES.

Mr. Maconchy was opposed by the Bishop 
of Cloghet in an exhilarating and robust 
speech, full of a searching criticism of some 
of the statements which had been made, The 
Bishop received prolonged applause at the 
conclusion of his remarks. The amendments 
which he proposed, increasing the amounts of 
-available balance which had been apportioned 
to certain objects and decreasing the amount 
to be placed to reserve, were carried by a 
very large majority. Many members took 
part in the debate, which retained interest 
throughout, and was raised to a high level by 
the Bishop of Killaloe in a few happily- 


phrased remarks. i 


It transpired in the course of the discussion 
of the report that the decision of the present 
British Chancellor of the Exchequer to exempt 
from British income tax dividends on the 
investments of Free State charities for the 
next three vears was brought about by the 
visit of a deputation of the Representative 
Church Body to London to discuss the ques- 
tion of exemption in connection with the in- 
vestments of that body.

Secretary said that he had written to Sir 
Basil, pointing out that, though he had not 
infringed the law, it was undesirable that 
this kind of thing: should continue.

THE EMPIRE EXHIBITION. 


59 FLEET STREET, LONDON, 
Tuurspay NicHr. 

The Empire Exhibition looked 
beautiful in the bright sunshine this morn: 
ing, when the King and Queen paid a 
visit of inspection. ‘The King in a grey 
lounge suit, with a buttonhole and a urey 
howler hat, looked very well, indeed. as 
did the (Jueen in silver grey georgette, 
richly embroidered in the same cotour, 
with a hat of a similar shade, and carry- 
ing a pink parasol.

On three days a week there 
is to be a demonstration of the cooking 
of vegetables. The other demonstrations 
include the use of dried: fruits for the 
making of jam, which is almost entirely 
unknown in this country ; many ways im 
which maize may be served attractively 
for the table, and the use of the girdle. 
Demonstrations of any particular food im 
which the public is especially interested 
are arranged whenever possible, provided 
that notice is given a few days in advance. 
While, for the most part, the dishes cooked 
at Wembley are of a plain variety, there 
also will be occasionally demonstrations 
of the more elaborate meals which can be 
made from Empire products.

SUPERANNUATION. 

The general system of superannuation had 
now been in operation for ¢weuty years, and 
the growth was méasured by the increase frot 
£7,580 grants paid in 1905 to £22,885 paid 
in 1924. Provision for commensurate super- 
annuation was the natural and proper 
corollary to provision for adequate stipends. 
If increased stipends required increased pro- 
vision for superannuation, there could be no 
better application of funds than in the main- 
tenance of the annuities for the years of re- 
tirement of those who had qualified by a lie 
time of labour in the service of their Church. 
To the courage and energy of the late Dr. 
Traill they owed this system. He realised 
the intimacy of the bond between stipends 
and superannuation; and, disregarding the 
actuarial dogmata, asked the Church to accept 
the charge of prolonging payment beyond the 
actual years of active service. He had been 
justified, and more than justified. (Applause.) 
What had been said on the financial side 
could not be classed as optimistic, but they 


From the earthquake of war, which shook the 
finances of the world to their very foundation, 
they emerged, not only uninjured, but 
strengthened, (Applause.) If there was cause 
for anxiety in the material affairs of their 
Church, there was none in the spirit and 
temper of their people. They crossed the 
threshold of the “ new order in Ireland” with 
undiminished hope and confidence, both hope 
and confidence being based on the principles 
of their Church, and deep-rooted in the 
hearts of them all. (Applause.) . 
RESERVES NECESSARY. 
Professor Thrift seconded the motion. He 
said that he fully subscribed to the conclu- 
sion of Mr. Maconchy. To his mind, the 
ovetshadowing importance of the statement 
was the question of reserves, and the state 
ment showed them perfectly clearly that 


practically they had no reserves. Mr. 
Maconchy indicated that the loyalty of the 
laity was their real reserve. In one sense 


that was perfectly true; and it was essential 
to the life of the Church. He was as opti- 
mistic as anyone regarding the loyalty of the 
laity, but at the same time was the ability of 
the laity to respond tn an appeal, if it betame 
necessary, the same as it Was, say, 
twenty years ago’ They all knew 
the answer to that. Anyone  view- 
ing the position could not fail to come to 
the conclusion that reserves were needed. 
They should remember that they would have 
a large bunch of securities tepayable between 
1920 and 1930, which would have to be 
turned into investments, and which would 
sroduce a lowcr rate of interest than now. 

f there was a fall of one per cent. in the 
rate of interest on the money that they: 
would re-invest, it would mean a diminution 
in the revenue of £30,000. 

The Synod agreed to take the report into 
consideration. 

r. Maconchy then proposed a series of 
resolutions, as recommended, for adoption 
by the General Synod, authoring the ap- 
plication of the following sums:—To poor 
parishes: (a) £4,129 6s. 10d., being the 
unappropriate’ interest of the General Sus- 
tentation Fund for 1924; (b) £289 19s. 9d., 
subscriptions to the (General Sustentation 
Fund for 1924, and (c) £1,000 out of the 
balance at foot of the Allocation Account. 
To the Glebe Grant £3,000, to the Belfast 
Additional Cler.y Vund &2,000, to super- 
annuation £1,000, to the Widows’ and 
Orphins’ Fund £2,000. to Episcopal expenses 
£2,000, to reserve £10,000, and to temporary 
augmentation of stipends £8,000, from the 
balance at foot of Allocation Account. 

Professor “rift seconded the proposal. 

The Bishop of Clogher proposed amend- 
ments to increase the Glebe Grant from 
£3,000 to £4,500, the superannuation from 
£1,000 to ..2,000, the grant to the Widows’ 
and Orvhans’ Fund from £2,000 to £2,500. 
the grant for temporary augmentation of 
stipends from £8,000 to £10,000, and 
providing for a reduction of £5,000 in the 
grant of £10,900 to the reserves. He said 
that they could not express sufficiently in 
words their deen debt of gratitude to Mr. 
Maconchy—(app'ause)—and, in different cir- 
cumstances to those that he was going to 
deal with, there was nobody in the House he 
would -cooner . sta 4 up for than Mr. 
Maconchy. 

A CRITICAL NOTE. 

Criticising the financial statement of Mr. 
Maconchy, he said that for the first time 

ey r>w learne’ that they were in a very 
dangerous condition regarding their finance. 
it was almost impossible for any man who 
was constantly working at figures or finance 
not to fall into the attitude ot viewing things 
altogether for the future, and storing up for 
time to come. (Laughter.) © A proposal was 
before the House to reduce the bonus from 
£16,000 to £8,000, which was practically 
atta Se in half—a very unwise thing to 
do. hey 'ad 359 incumbents with salaries 
under £400, 15 curates with less than £200. 
and 126 incumbents or curates-in-charge with 
salaries under £300. The great difficulty 
in future would not be so much concerned 
with finance as with getting men fo the 
Church, and they should do all they could 
to encourage others to come sfter thon. 

He believed that the reserves were much 
more than the sum stated by Mr. Maconchy, 
and he was prepared to challenge him and 
put the matter before three independent 
financiers of the United Kingdom, and if they 
did not agree that the reserves were more 
than the sum stated he would ask the forgive- 
ness of the Synod. In regard to the Russian 
Bonds held by the Representative Body, he 
had not yet lost hope that they would get the 
money back; but it would be some years be- 
fore that would happen. The population of 
the Church of Ireland was a collateral security 
with which no other security could be com- 
rared. (Applause.). Why should they be 
expected to do everything tor the future, and 
leave nothing for those who would come alter 
them, to pidve their loyalty? He would 
rather pass on the old Church of this land 
with a call for the loyalty and the self- 
sacrifice of their sons and daughters thay 
pass it on with big money bags, at the ex- 
pense of the aged clergymen and the widows 
and arepene. (Hear, hear.) 

he Rev. Canon Kerr, in seconding the 
amendment, appealed to the Synod to exer- 
cise its unfettered judgment on the matter. 
Every sensible person knew that reserves 
were of tremendous importance; but they 
had been shown that they had very big re- 
serves. In a few years they had built up a 
fund of £27,000, which. to all intents and 
purposes, was reserve, and their income was 
always increasing. Their Church was in a 
very solvent position. The loss of £346,955. 
sustained through the exchange of securities 
was, after all, not so terrible; since they 
were told that they got more income from the 
re-investments than they got before. 

Mr. John Garvey, D.L., paid a tribute to 
the financial genius of Mr. Maconchy, and 
said that he would vote against the Bishop 
of Clogher’s amendment. His sympathies had 
always gone out for the poorer clergy, but 
sympathy should not cloud their judgment. 
If they stripped the Bishop of Clogher's case 
of all eloquence they must come back to this 
—that the Church had lost over £346,000 in 
capital, and their reserves had been 
practically used up to discharge the loss. 
The Bishop of Clogher’s argument was a 
speculation as to the generosity of the lay- 
men in the future; but they could not draw 
a conclusion from that at the present time. 
They could not shut their eyes to the change 
that had come over the country, and to the 
difference in the means of the people. The 
laymen were with them in spirit, but, un- 
fortunately, their pockets were not in a posi- 
tion to contribute, 

REPLY TO DEBATE. 

Mr. Maconchy, replying, said that he would 
like to remind the Synod that if it had not 
heen for the present Finance Committee they 
would not have had £35,000, or even £5,000, 
to give away, for it was through the fore- 
sight of that committee that they had made 
enormous profits out of their investments, 
lip to the year 1912, with the exception of 
slebe grants, there never was made by the 
boners Synod a single grant for the purpose 
oí being immediately expended. Any grant 
made was a capital grant, and every penny 
that the Victorian financiers could control 
was put into the reserve. Since the great 
enlargement, of their revenue, however, the 
Representative Body had recommended grants 
averaging nearly £50,000 a year. 

The Finance Committee saw that their 
losses practically wiped out their cash re- 


had already mentioned, and by a unanimous 
vote of lay members they recommended that 
£10.000. should be put to reserve. The finance 
of the Church had not, as he had frequently 
stated, been run an strict. business lines. If 
it had been so run a valuation of assets 
should take place every wear, which would 
show an enormous deficit, As to the Bishop 
of Clogher’s miticism, he would not reply to 
it, because, to a certain extent. his lordahip 
was beside the mark.

Were they satisfied to 
accept the recommendation of the Finance 
Committee and strengthen their reserves, and 
rely entirely. om, the reserves that he had 
mentioned—the good-will of the Church, the 
pocket of the laity, and the safeguard in their 
jiconte over expenditure ? 

‘lt was wot fair to the Finance Committee 
to say that they tried to rob or take away 
the pittance from their superannuated men. 
The Cammittee was no more responsible for 
these resolations than was any member of the 
House.> the only thing that they were respon- 
gible -for was the recommendation to place 
£10,000 to reserve. (Hear, hear.)

A HOUSING SUGGESTION. 

The Rev. David Hall asked the House to

building scheme in Vublin, and £8,000 was re- 
quired to finish it, and he would like to know 
if it would be advisable for the Representative 
Church Body to invest £5,000 @ it. If they 
did invest that sum, they would have the 
option of putting into these houses ten Church 
of treland families now living in one-roomed 
tenements. The scheme would cost £36,000, 
and the sunt of £5,000 could be repaid .n 
five vears. Though the security might not be 
looked upon as a trustee one, it could be met 
by a mortgage 

The President raid that if. notice of the 
question were -iven, it could be raised to-day 
(Friday), and a vote could» be taken on the 
matter, He was very glad that Mr. Hall had 
mentioned the subject, and that, on the advice 
of the Assessor, they could discuss it on the 
following day. There was no one in the 
Church of Ireland who deserved more than 
Mr. Hall for his great work in providing 
houses for people in Dublin. (Applause.)

Colonel O'Callaghan Westrepp said that he 
would like to draw attention to the 
desirability of the Synod'’s having placed 
before them in the report of the Representa- 
tive Body next year a plain statement show- 
ing where their memey was invested ; what 
it cost; the face value of their securities, and 
what would be their intrinsic selling value 
one month before the Synod met.

Mr. Maconchy said that the question of 
supplying that information had already been 
before the Synod, and the information had 
been refused. If given it. weuld give rise to 
endiess and acrimonious. discussions. 

On a vote, the Synod rejected Colonel 
Westropp’s proposal ,
